BRADLAUGH. 

LONDON, August 3.—An immense crowd 
of people assembled outside of the palace 
vard to-day and cheered Bradlaugh when he 
entered the yard on his way to Westminster 
IIall, some time before the assembly of the 
House of Commons. On Bradlaugh at- 
tempting to enter the House, he was quietly 
removed from the lobby and escorted by the 
police into the yard, where he stood con- 
versing with a friend. 

ARMED WITH A STICK. 

Charles Bradjaugh, armed with a stout oak 
stick, attempted to force an entrance into the 
House of Commonsto-day. He was arrested 
by the police and ushers after a hot struggle. 
He says he will make “e attempt with force 
enough to gain an entrance. 

BRADLAUGH REMOVED. 

LONDON, August 3.—In the Commons La- 
bouchere revived the question of privilege 
that the resolution of the;Housein regard to 
Bradlaugh only exclug*d him from the 
House, whereas he had been removed from 
the lobby, and he moved that the officials 
therein were exceeding their authority. 

The Speaker replied that he considered it 
bis duty toorder Bradlaugh’s removal and 
added: **The door of the House is closed.’’ 

The cheers of the erowd outside in the 
palace vard were audible inside the House. 

Gladstone supported the Speaker and said 
Labouchere’s motion was untenable. 

After his first repulse Bradlaugh remained 
some time standingin the palace vard with 


| his arms folded and three policemen in front 
| of bim, barring his way to the house. 


Gladstone declared Bradlaugh must now 
be treated as having no more right tothe 
floor of the House than a stranger. 

Northcote indorsed Gladstone’s view. 

While Sir Wilfred Lawson was speaking 
against the illegal conduct of the House 
Bradlaugh, who had evaded the 
police, endeavored:|to force an _ entrance, 
but was seized by me-sengers and dragged 
from the doors, whe, we was taken in charge 
by six policemen, still resisting strenuously, 
his coat being torn in the struggle. The 
Speaker ruled that the motion of Sir Wilfred 
Lawson for rescinding former resolutions 
avainst Bradlaugh were irrelevant 
and that the »question before 


the House was the conshict of the Speaker in 
prohibiting Bradlaugh’s access to the lobby. 

After Broodhurst and Cowen had spoken 
in favor of Bradlaugh, Right Honorable 
Jobn Bright described “how Bradlaugh was 
brought down to the palace yard in a faint- 
ing condition. He thought such a scene 
was unprecedented. He appealed to the op- 
position to reconsider their former 
decision so as to extricate themselves from 
the present difficulties. He was called to or- 
der for irrelevancy. 

Lord Jobn Manners said that Bright’s atti- 
tude was calculated to encourage Bradlaugh, 
who had nétessttaicd his forcible removal for 
uttempting a forcible entry.

Crowe has 
heen emp'oyed as a lamplighter by the 
gas company here for the past 
three or four years. Heis a shailow-pated 
ilrisbman who inberits all the lingual char- 
acteristics of his race without its common 
sense,and he is formented with an intolerable 
itch for notoriety. He will go to unwarrantable 
lengths in order to bring his nameinto prom- 
inence. . The secret of theinfernal machine 
was disclosed by Crowe himself, who took 
advantage of the alleged discovery of some of 
the machiffies in English ports to air his 
own importance.

oo). A few hours after it was removed there 
t was sent for by the makers and was allow- 
ed to be taken away. Itis now said that Crowe, 
acting in collusion with O’Donovan Rossa 
apd four others, obtained control of the 
skinmishing funo, amounting to $80,000, and 
thatthese castings were made to lead the 
contributors tothat fundto believe thata 
bona fide disposition was being made 
of it. In person he is insignificant, 
looking and the last man in the world to be 
the prime mover of any revolutionary enter- 
prise. The man’s itch for fame or his desire 
to absorb a portion of the skirmish fund has 
prompted bim to start these untrue reports, 
This is all there is to it.

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BREWERS AT BAY. 


A Reduction of $1 Per Keg in the 
Price of Beer.

The Cut Introduced by the Wink- 
elmeyer Brewery. 


— 


Douceurs and Fees in the Trade Stopped 
—A Lively War Inaugurated. 


A revolution inthe lager beer trade has 
been effected by acutin brewer's’ prices in- 
troduced on Monday last by one of the 
largest brewery ftirmsinthe city. Forseme 
time past it has cropped out that disaffection 
existed among the large firms and that 
sooner or later a throat-cutting policy in 
prices would be the outcome, leading to 
a general war in beer as in railroad rates. On 
Monday morning the saloon-keepers depend- 
ing for their supply from the brewery of J. 
Winkelmeyer & Co., 1714 Market street, were 


notified that the terms had been altered. The 
price of beerfor the future would be $7 per 
barrel of four kegs, no discount for cash, 
and the allowance’ to drivers of 
drays for spending-money at the saloons, 
twenty cents per barrel, would be abolished. 
The price per barrel hitherto had been $8. It 
was the uniform charge at ail the breweries 
for the beer furnished the saloons throughout 
the city. But some of the saloons in the cen- 
ter of town having a large consumption— 
notably Tony Faust’s, Bamberger’s, Froebel’s, 
Bessehl’s, etc.—claimed that an extra quality 
was brewed especially for their trade 
atratesin the neighborhood of $1050 per 
barrel. The cutin price inaugurated by the 
Winkelmeyer brewery was supposed to orig- 
inate in an effortonthe part of that firm to 
crush encroachment upon their clientele 
which rival breweries in the neighborhood, 
the Excelsior Brewing Company among the 
number, were endeavoring to force. The 
Excelsior Company in a vigorous struggle to 
revive the fortunes of the old Uhrig Brewery 
had presented inducements in one shape or 
another to the saloon-keepers, some of whom 
standing in credit indefendent ofthe whole, 
sale firms,had transferred their accounts, and 
hence bad blood began to show. It has been 
the custom, however, among nearly all the 
breweries for collectors and representatives 
of the firms topreserve the entente cordiule 
with theircustomers bya liberal expendi- 
ture over the counter and in 
cases Where those measures failed, and the 
account happened to be large and developing 
the relations would be strengthened by the 
supply of anice box or some appendage to 
the business. The douceur system extended 
far beyond the recognized allowance of twen- 
tv cents per barrel to the driver for spending- 
money over the counter. At length some of 
the breweries began to complain, 
and it was fe't that a reduction in 
the price per barrel on the part of all the 
brewers, together with the lopping off of all 
discounts, douceurs and drivers’ allowances, 
would be a fair and square way of effecting a 
reform. Some of the largest brewers in tne 
city are absentin Europe at this time, how- 
ever, and the matter, although frequently 
discussed, has never been acted upon in con- 
cert. Nothing would have been done now 
but for the slaughter introduced by the 
Winkelmeyer firm on Monday. The news 
spread very quickly to the wholesale and re- 
tail trade, and the following morning it was 

announced that Wainwright, Lemp, 
Stifel, Schnaider, Anheuser, An- 
thony and Kuhp, the Hyde 
Park and the Cherokee breweries had follow- 
ed suit, reducing their prices to $7 per 
barrel and eutting off all discounts, 
beer money and douceurs. The 
createst competition appeared to exist in the 
discounts, some of the firms allowing as much 
as ten and twelve and a half per cent. None 
of the saloon accounts run beyond a month, 
and the small saloons settie every day, a great 
number with the driver of the dray. There 
are about seventeen hundred saloons 
and groceries to be supplied 
daily, and the average consumption 
is ubout 500 kegs, n the aggregate. The firms 

chiefly drawn on for this supply are An- 
heuser & Co., Anthony & Kuhn, Schnaider, 
Stifel, Excelsior, Green Tree, Grone & Co., 
Hvde Park, Cherokee, Klaussman, & Co., 
Lafayette, Lemp, St. Louis Brewery Co., 
Winkelmeyer, Wainwright and H. Grone & 
Co. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter interviewed 
Mr. Straub, the manager of Winkelmeyer’s 
brewery, this morning in reference to the cut. 
He said: ‘*We were determined to do some- 
thing that would give fair treatment to allour 
customers alike. The trade was becoming 
demoralized by the system of discounts 
and douceurs and allowances. Vé have 
now done away with ail that, and the 
retailer will gei cull value for hisinoney. It 
is 9 -ver¥ closé margin for protit but we shall 
adhere toit. The quality ef the beer will 
not be affected by the reduction. It {s a sal- 
utary measure of reform and the other brew- 
erles will no doubt fall intoline. We were 
forced to make the first move in the matter 
on account of unbusinessiike measures adopt- 
ed By certain other firms tv interfere with 
our trade.’’ : 

Secretary Saussenthdr, of the Excelsior 
Brewing Company, said: ‘The President 
is away from the city, but I have taken the 
necessaryg4 steps to protect our trade by 
charsing the reduced price. The trouble 
seems to have arisen from trade jealousy. 
Some firms think that they can sit in their 
breweries, and the trade will come 
to them. They Want to conduct their 
business upon the high-toned plan. When 
other firms display a little energy and 
develop their business they begin to squeal. 
Every brewer gives a discount to his custo- 
mer One way or another. There will be very 
small profit in beer at > per barrel, but the 
quality must be keptup.’ 

President Herold of the Cherokee Brewery 
thought the only effect of the reduction would 
be to crowd the smaller brewers out of the 
trade. Said he: 

“When I came here in 1866 there were 
thirty-six breweries in the city, and all were 
doing a fair business. Since then 
the beer-drinking opulation has 
increased at least one-third, and yet business 
to-day isin the hands of only twenty firms. 
The small men will be pushed to 
the wall. They cannot 
against wealthy firms. 
the oldstory. As for the retailers,the cheap 
saloons sod small groceries will be benefited 
by the cut, but not the others. They make 
an average profit on the glass 
traie of $275 per “keg. keg 
can be made to draw nearly 100 
Where schooners are furnished the draw is 
of course less, but not so much as 
people would suppose. About tnirty- 
one gallons. run to the _—ibarrel, 
and in the bucket trade at the small saloons 
and groceries a profit of about one dollar and 
a quarter will be made under the cut in 
price per keg. When you take into con- 
sideration tbat all discounts ron 
from five to ten per cent are tobe 
away apd ne money expended at the counter, 
the retailer will not get more than ng degen 
reduction on a barrel, Then he l met

=mall saloons will start up furnishing schoon- 
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ers at reduced prices, and the trade will be 
divided up. Itis not a healthy movement for 
the retailer.” 

Mr. Lemp is out of town, but the redueed 
price went into effect at his brewery this 
morning. Mr. Schnaider is =. absent 
in Europe and Mr. Busch is 
likewise absent abroad. Those firms, how- 
ever, reduced the price to-day. 

The bookkeeper at Wainwright’s Brewery, 
in the absence of Mr. Wainwright, stated that 
the cut was introduced there yesterday. 

The firm had not given discounts in the 
past. As barley was likely to advance, and 
ice would increase in price soon, it would be 
difficult te supply beer at $7 per barrel unless 
it should be done at a sacrifice. 

There is no telling, howev now the “*cut- 
ting” has commenced,where the warjwill end, 
and the brewers may even sell at a loss as the 
bitterness increases,

the National Stock Yards.

The Gigantic Growth of Jay Gonld’s In- 
vestments in St. Louis. 


The Post-DISsPATCH can make public the 
fact that Jay Gould has concluded the pur- 
chase of a large snare of the stock of the Na- 
tional Stock Yards, situated in St. 
Clair county, just outside of Eust St. Louis. 
The capital stock of the company is $1," 
250,000, and while Gould has 
not acquired a controlling interest, 
he has taken a large slice. The Eastern capi- 
talistic giant is making every preparation{to 
get St. Louis in his hands. His 
last purchase lies in this direction... He 
has already secured control of a large inter- 
est in the Vulcan Iron Works, a large 
share of the stock of the Wabash 
and the Missouri Pacific Roads, a prospective 
lease of the bridge for ninety-nine years, and 
has secured control of the Mississippi barge 
lines, and the purchase of the 
National Stock Yards is made as 
contributing to his railroad and bridgefenter- 
prises, it being an almost nec- 
essary adjunct to both. The 
ameunt of Gould’s purchase in this 
direction will not be made public for afew 
days. One of the largest stockholders at 
present 1s Morris, the cattle king, of Chicago. 
Mr. Isaac Knoxis at present president of 
the Stock Yards Co. and manager. 
The subject of constructing a_ great 
Natioaal Stock Yards at the other side of the 
river was first broached in 1871. Soon 
afterward a company made up of 
Eastern and Western capitalists, purchased 
the required ground, 650 acres, 
and made thereon the most 
substantial and ample _ improvements. 
The grounds were opened for publie use in 
1873, They are well known to be the most 
extensive establishments of the 
kind in the country. They are 
well watered, and are situated in the most 
suitable location just north of Eust St. Louis. 
The yards are well connected with all 
the railroads belonging tothe system which 
converges at the bridge, and no other yards 
can so easily draw trade from all parts of the 
country. It will thus be seen that the 
object of the purchase is to add to the ecomé 
pleteness of Mr. Gould’s railway 
and bridge acquisitions, and the yards are the 
natural supplements to the great capitalists 
prior purchas( s.

Down in North Carolina the people to-day 
are voting on the acceptance or rejection of 4 
prohibition law passed by the last Legisla- 
ture. The bill prohibits the manufacture of 
spirituous or malt liquors, except wine and 
cider, in the State. It prohibits the sale of 
these liquors by any except the regular drug- 
gist, who may be licensed under the act, and 
not by them except on a certificate from a re- 
spectable physician, mechanic or artist, stat- 
ing that the liquor is necessary for medical, 
mechanical or chemical purposes. No greater 
quantity than one gallon can be sold to any 
person at onetime. No druggist is allowed 
to keep more thanthirty gallons on hand. 
No physician licensed under thisact as a 
druggist can give the required certificate. 
Violation of these provisions is punishable by 
fines varying from $100 to $1,000 and im- 
prisonment, inthe discretion of the court. 
This measure, it will be seen, is about as 
stringent asthe one adopted last winter in 
Kansas, and whichis now conceded to bea 
failure. Temperance has been making some 
progress in the Old North State of late years, 
but this law is so extreme that it will certain- 
ly be voted down at the polls, and then there 
will be a season of general backsliding. 


AT last Mr. PATE, the enterprising yam- 
bler, has been forced to succumb, He has 
closed the doors of bis establishment, where 
Fortune erstwhile dispensed her favors to 
borny-handed street-car drivers, small clerks 
and day laborers, and his keno goose has gone 
to roost.

Rail Rates Shaky—A Thin Meal—July 
Oat Deal Settled... 


A letter from Hillsboro, Ill., says that corn 
is “gone up” alongthe I. and St. L. road. 
With plenty of rain twenty-five bushels to 
theacre, but no more. There is plenty of 
oats in that section, but farmers holding it 
for seed. 


Latest mail advices, July 20, from France 
state thatcontinued drv and hot weather 
has had a damaging effect upon the wheat 
crops of that country, not injuring the auali- 
ty, but the quantity. The crop will not be an 
average one. Reports from Southern Russia 
were better than the preceding week. Itis 
expected that Russia will have a good crop 
of wheat, both in quantity and quality. 


Although the Eastern rail freight agents re- 
stored the rates yesterday. yet there were so 
many large contracts outstanding that their 
action was rendered oull and void, and to-day 
rates were again shaky. Thereis no doubt 
but what a 15c rate can be obtained on grain 
to New York. It is positively stated that 
one line has entered into a contract at 16c for 
aoe month of August on flour and 
grain. 


A letter from Craig Alexander, eden now 
at Lake Minnetonka, gives a glowing descrip- 
tion of the tine fishing he has had there. In 
one day’s fishing he caught seventy-five large 
croppies, and another day he hauled out six- 
ty-five black bass and twenty §pickerel, ‘‘be- 
sides other small fish that don’t count.”’ The 
bass vee two to five pounds. Henry 
Lucas caught\l19 pickerel in one day. Mr. 
Alexander says he is improving very muchin 
health.

The fact that to-day there 1s no public 
gambling house open in St. Loui: is worthy of 
note. Onthe first of the present year the 
PostT-DISPATCH reporters made the rouuds 
and found upwards of twenty-five houses run- 
ning with open doors between Fourth and 
Seventh streets and Market and Washington 
avenue. Yesterday Pate’s establishment, 
No. 12 North Fourth street, was closed by 
the police. The war that has resulted in the 
closing of all the gambling houses was begun 
just a week ago, when the Board of Police 
Commissioners empowered Chief Kennett 
to act and enforce the law. § Yes- 
terday the last raid was made, and 
the following parties arrested: William Am- 
brose, R. C. Pate, John C. Appel, Charles W. 
Batchelor, Charles Barks, F. B. Shumpson, 
Allen Simonds and Arthur Lyons. These 
names were forwarded to Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Dierkes to-day, andon com- 
plaint of the officers warrants were issued. 
The closing of the house was 
due principaily to the difficultyin furnishing 
bond. Judge Cady, wio only can take bond, 
is unwell and unable toleave his residence 
at all hours of the night. Up to yesterday 
Pate had put up $67,000 bond in sums of 
3800. His ability to go oh other bonds has 
not been questioned yet, and besides out- 
siders, it is said, will assist in giving securi- 
ty, if necessary; but as bond cannot be given 
at night the men will have to lodge inthe 
station houses.
